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REMARKS 

In response to the Office Action, dated April 7, 2005, Applicant has amended the 
figures to include descriptive labels. Additionally, Applicant has amended the Abstract and 
specification as requested. Consequently, Applicant requests that these objections be 
withdrawn. 

Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the 35 U.S.C. §§ 102 and 103 
rejections set forth by the Examiner. Applicant submits that the references of record, whether 
considered alone or in combination, fail to either teach or suggest Applicant's presently 
claimed invention. 

Applicants have modified the claims to specify that an entertainment system receives 
a single user selection and transfers program and auxiliary data from a first storage device to 
a second storage device. This is advantageous because it provides an efficient manner in 
which to quickly transfer programs and auxiliary data onto a second storage device. 'As a 
result, a user can save time because he or she need not use menus or activate other systems to 
transfer programs and auxiliary information. The present invention is far superior to the 
present systems which require that a user invoke menus and directories to transfer programs. 

Hassell et al. 5 U.S. Publication No. 2004/0128685, is directed to an interactive 
program guide (IPG) with storage that allows the IPG to be used to provide more advanced 
features such as store information associated with recorded programs and create a global 
media library. See paragraphs [0006] and [0009]. More specifically, Hassell et al. discloses

that the IPG may allow a user to transfer programs stored on a digital storage device to other 
volumes of the storage device or to a secondary storage device. See paragraph [0081]. 
Hassell et. al. discloses that if the user interface is a remote, a user may use a "record" or 
"transfer" button when in a super-program screen , or may select a "transfer" option from an 
on-screen list of options provided by the IPG . However, the presently claimed invention is 
patentably different than Hassell because they allow a user to actuate a transfer without 
requiring use of menus or options. There is simply no teaching or suggestion regarding this 
advance in the art. 

Consequently, Applicants respectfully request that the rejections be withdrawn. 
Applicants respectfully submit that all claims now stand in condition for allowance.
